How it Will Wer k Against the Best 
Interests of the Farmers of the 
Canadian Northwest — 


, os 


“The efforts of the dealers in wheat 
and other grains to establish a sam- 
ple markct in Winnipeg are being 
made by men Who desire and who 
appear to be determined to regain 
the control of the grain trade. they 
held for man:r years, but which they 
have now lost. Selfish motives are 
the prim: moving principle that gov- 
ern all the steps they. aro now taking. 
Let us @xamine the true inwardness 
ofthe matter. 

There are only about seventy-seven 
days from the time thé crop’ com* 
mences to move, in the fall of. the 
year, until the close-of navigation at 
the head. of tho, Lakes: Thé grain 
erop of Western Canada. is taken 
from Fort William and shipped across 
the Great Lakes by boat to the east- 
ern markets. After the close of nav- 
Igation the gralt, grown in the west 
which has not gone across the Lakes 
by boat must necessarily go by rail 
routes to the Atlantic ports either 
around-the north shore of Lake Super- 
lor or through the United States. 

Under the proposed system of 
sampling, every carload of grain pass- 
Ing through Winnipeg on all the dif- 
ferent lines _of failway will be sub- 
ject to a wait of twenty four hours, 
except Sundays and holidays when 
the wait will be twice that long. 

The plan of those in favor of a 
sample market is that when a carload 
of grain arrives in Winnipeg a sam- 
ple is taken from it and sent up to 
the Grain Exchange and the grain dis- 
posed of sn that sample. Immediate- 
ly after it has been been disposed of 

“the railroad is notified and the car 
sent forward to its destination which 
may be Tast to Fort William, Eastern 
Ontario or the Maritime Provinces, or 
to.points in the Western Provinces, 
where the grain is used for local con- 
sumption. Thus every car arriving 
in Winnipeg would have to remain in 
the railway yards until the grain was 
sold. This would mean 4 delay of at 

‘feast one full day. 

The delay in transit of cars arriv- 
ing in Winnipeg on Saturdays would 
be much longer, as the samples taken 
from. cars arriving at eleven o’clock 
or later on that day would not reach 
the grain excharce in order to be dfs- 
posed of before ft closed for that 
day. because on Saturdays the ex- 
change closes at one o'clock. There- 
fore the samples from the cars ar- 
riving in Winnipeg at eleven o'clock 
and also every ¢a> arriving between 
that hour and the hour of opening 
of the-grain exchange on Monday 
morning, would have to remain in 
Winnipeg until Monday evening. That 
ts, on Monday afternoon. the orders 
for forwarding of cars to their destin- 
ation ‘would begin to pour in to the 
railway companics,.and all the cars 
which had arrived after eleven o'clock 
on Saturday start 

to move until late Monday afternoon. 

It is of the first importance, in fact 

_tt-is-imperative..that cars should 
reach their destination and be unload- 
ed without delay, and returned west 
for another salipment. Anything 
that would tend to prevent prompt 
unloading should be guarded against

Rare Roman Coins 
\ Coins buried for 1,600 years came 
to light at Dompierre, France, when a 
farmer wes levelling his yard.

; Liner Is Sinking.

WOMEN AND CHILDREN. FIRST. 


. Mfter They Are All Safe In the Lifee 
_‘boate It Is Every Man For Himeelfiin 
@ Desperate Fight For Life, With Of- 
ficers and Crew Trying to Keep Order... 


“The women and children first alk 
, Ways, and after them—hell.” 

This was the way the.“rules of the 
sea” were explained by a veteran cap- . 
\ain of a big Atlantic liner. He wag 
_ asked to explain in detail just what 
; vould take place on a big steamer 
when she was sinking and the order'te 


, 


| ‘abandon-ship’-had-been- given: 


“On the deep sea we use force if nec 
$ssary,” continued the skipper, “to keep 
yack the men and let the women and 
thildren get the first chance at the 
_fifeboats. But once they have beer 
oaded then it becomes a case of each 
man for himself, and;-while the ‘offi- 
cers and crew would try to keep a 
semblance of order, they have no right 
to give preference to any one. The - 
frst ones in line are the ones to get on 
|the boats. Perhaps they have fougbt 
«nd struggled to get in line. We have 
aotbing to do with that.” 

“Aren't the old men and the sick 
men put-off first, before the bealtbter 
dnes?” he was asked. # 

“Not-unless the-bealthier and strong- 
jr ones deliberately give up their 
places,” be answered. “There are no 
sick aboard when danger calls... All 
ire supposed to be well enough to look 
out for themselves. And so far as the 
old men go—there is nothing in that. 
They-are- certainly not given the pref- 
erence. Old men have lived their lives. 

t the young men have the chance to 

e theirs. This is the way it is looked 
bn. at sea. Besides, young men can be 
of help in a boat, while an old man 
just makes that much more dead 
weight. ‘ . 

“You must remember that when such 
a gigantic calamity faces you the lit- 
tle finenesses of life are thrown. aside. 
Men become animals, brutes with the 
first instinct—that of self preservation. 
Some are stronger than others and put 
this desire under control. Others yield- 
to it-and become wild beasts, fighting 
and biting and clawing their_way to 
help. Sometimes we have to shoot this 
kind—shoot them down like we would 
mad dogs—if they try to interfere with 
the orderly first steps when the wo- 
men and the young are being looked 
after. But later, when it becomes a 
free for all, then then type has fuller 
play. You cannot: blame them. Life 
ls sweet, and they are justified in do- 
Ing all they can to save themselves. 
ll_-we-seek to do-is to stop.them from 


\nterfering with thosé Who cannot pro- 
‘tect themselves and so have not the 
same chance of being saved.” 

According to the description of the 
method of abandoning ship: whicb its 
practiced in ‘daily drill, the passengers 
as far as possible are gathered in the 
assembly rooms when the captain real- 
lzes that his ship is in desperate 
straits. Every measure is employed 
to calm them, and while the officers 
and crew take their appointed stations 
the passengers are told that it has been 
fleemed best to take to the lifeboats. 

While the passengers are held in the 
paloons the crew strip the lifeboats of 
their incumbrances, rig the falls and 
then lower themselves in the boats 
from the. boat deck down to the upper 
Geck, where the boats swing from the 
davits, touching the ship's side just be- 
low the rail. = 

Bay there are eight lifeboats on each 

pide of the vessel, Lanes are formed 
of members of the crew, and through 
these lanes the women and children 
are passed to the officer who stands at’ 
the railing and who hands the passen- 
gers over the rail into the lifeboat with 
the help of two of the boat's crew. 
‘If any men try to break through 
these lines they are thrown back. If 
they persist and become a menace to 
order they may be shot. Each officer 
ls armed with a brace of pistols for 
use in just such emergencies, — 

In_ each. bont there is food-of-a com- 
pressed gort and water. The bcats 
bandle m fifty to seventy persons 
each, including the sailors who man 
them. Each boat is commanded by an 
officer. The surgeon, purser, engineers 
and other staff officers take thelr turn 
in the boats when the list of line offi- 
cers has been exhausted. . 

Once the women and children are 
put in the bonts the men take thelr 
turns if there 1s room left. 

It should be said that in loading the 
ifeboats absolutely no distinction is 
drawn between the different classes of 
passengers. The women and children 
of the 8teerage are given the same 
consideration as their sisters in the 
imperia] suits. abe siak 

The horror of abandoning the ship 
ies in the enforced separation of mem- 
bers of families. Fathers and broth- 
ergs are torn from the arms of mothers 
and daughters, The children must go. 
There is a “roust,” too, as regards .the 
women, but if'a wife should decide te 
remain behind with her busband it Is 
@oubtfal if the “must” would be en:

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SOWS < POUNDS TO ACRE 


Dry-Farmer Near Lethbridge, Alberta 
Has Surprising Stand of Alfalfa 
That alfalfa will grow prolific on 
seeding of only two pounds to the 
acre is the opinion of L.. A. Felger, 
manager of the Ohio-Alberta Farms 
Co., a practical dry-farmer operating 
a@ very large acreage eight miles 
south of Lethbridge, Alberta. The 
use of this surprisingly small quan- 
tity ox seed ig’ in marked contrast to 
experts) who 
have been making a study of alfalfa 
for many years, in that opinions as to 
the quantity of seed to besbown have 


‘varied from 13 to 20 pounds to the 


acre. 

Mr. Felger has an excellent stand of 
12 acres, which was seeded with only 
four pounds to the acre in May, 1911, 
on fal’ plowing that had been crop- 
ped the year before. His plowing 
was done to a depth, of fiye and a 
half te six inches and he believes 
that if he had plowed deeper he 
would have required less seed. His 
seed bed was well prepared and he 
used a 2-horse cultivater four times, 
and harrowed early in the spring. He 
imoculated the soil with soil from a 
neighboring alfalfa field, and despite 
the fact that it was a’ severe winter 
he noted no loss through winter kill- 
ing. He expects his field will yield 
two and possibly three cuttings, but 
he plans to_use a portion of the field 
in raising seed. ; 

To prove the success of his theory 
of planting in rows and using only a 
small quantity of.seed to secure _a 
food stand Mr. Felger has sent to 
the Lethbridge headquarters of the 
JInternational Dry-Farming Congress 
a sample dng up on May 22nd, which 
shows a’ 15-inch stand and a root sys- 
tem of 31% inches before it was cut 
off with a knife, and it is plainly 
shown that the root was’ still long- 
er. 

I am going to seed only two pounds 
to the acre next year, says Mr. Fel- 
ger. I find that four pounds makes 
too thick a stand, and I am going to 
stop’ up all the holes of my drill ex- 
cept two and thus reduce the amount 
of seed used, and at the same time 
mix my seed with. ground seed. ] 
sowed some alfalfa where I . used 
every hole of the drill and it required 
13 pounds to the acre. This stand 
was altogether too thick and not as 
good in its first growth as the field 
of 12 acres which I sowed with only 
four pounds.

“No statistics are available showthg 
the enormous importatton from the 
United States and ‘eastern Canada of 
food products, but most of the poul- 
try and eggs used in western’ Can- 
ada come from the eastern provinces 
and the United States, and the largest 
rection of western Canada faces a 
Jlearth of dairy products. During 
1911 the milk shortage became so 
acute that the border. states of the 
United States were called upon to 
fupply the deficiency. It is estimat- 
ed that the imports of milk for’ the 
city ‘wf Winnipeg alone between No- 
vember and February averaged $45,- 
(00 a week in—value. The United 
States was also called upon to supply 
potatoes, for although these. are the 
most productive crops: in western 
Canada, they were not raised in suf- 
ficient quantities to meet the demand. 
With a population of 1,700,000: west- 
ern Canada is not producing enough 
to supply its immediate needs. It 
depends upon outsiders r millions 
of pounds of bacon and Yiutton, and 
for weeks at a time the market has 
been supplied ..with . chilled mutton 
from Australia and. frozen mutton 
from Prince Edward Island.
